Th( > may bi- nl' old editions and 
w lien sold in a community the book 
co|>any must suffer the blame which 
attaches to the furnishing of Infe- 
rior books, la addltloa to tbia it la- 
terferaa with tha coatractual rtghta 
ft the contraetlnir parties that have 
screed to furnish the 
the Stnte ef Kentucky. 

"While there iiia\ not be any pen- 
alty against a dealer selling these 
books, there Is a penalty against 
hooka, there la a paaalty 
teachers aad aebaol boards 
books other than those regularly 
adopted. The law provides that cer- 
tain dealers shall be desij^aateil in 
each counlv ami that tlie books shall 
he sold at not exceeiiiiR a certain 
price. If tite teaclier or the school 
board peraUta tba aaa af baaka Pra- 
curod la aa improper way or 
through aa Improper ebaaaal they 
are subeet to a peaalty.

This aagl- 
neerlng enterprise was baaspbrsd by 
the Xyrlons. wbo lannehad biasing 
shipa agatawt tba aaaaltanta aa tbay 
sunk pHaa to bold lu phica the rack 
aud dabria that formed a roadway 
over wbicb the army waa to march. 
Iti order to ynitact bla conatniction 
corpa Alaxandar dariaad an enghie 
of war, gnat towers covaied with 
green hldee.
